The 
letter is dated front Adowa, and gives an 
account of the journey to tlnit place. A.s to 
the country, the correspondent says: "It 
has tho appearance of once having boon 
composed of alternate flais, valleys and 
mountain peaks, but that nature with a 
relentlea.s hand in one of her freaks had 
swept along, lupping oil" all the nionntaiii 
topa. Only hero and there a few inaig- 
nilicant cones lia»^_ e8ca[)od the general 
levelling, acting at laiidnnuka for travel- 
lers, and especially to ua; for in this coun- 
try the roads begin, continue and end in a 
most unaccountable manner, bringing you 
up to nowhere in particular, and coin- 
nienciii" again no one knows where. t)ne 
will como acro.a.s a road tUra time wide and 
level enough for a carriage and pair, when 
suddenly it becomes a nude patli, a .sheep 
walk, a. mulo path again, tinishiiig np, 
maybe, on tho edge of a bewil(k»ring 
prairie. Then wo will take a bee line for 
tho familiar landmark, or the candelabra 
tieaoon. and come across a village, strik- 
ing some kind of road once mi'ro."

Turkey has the 
eiilor of a suzerainty over Kgypt, which is 
made more tangilile by the tribute-money 
which the latter pays annuidly . The 
trouble is that Egy[)t is a ilohammcdnn 
country; and there is not a eountry under 
tho heavens subject to that rule wliioh is 
prosperons. The conference may have 
some iuUuunce in advising the Khedive 
about retrenchment and reform. The sig- 
nillcnnce of the conference is • that Great 
liritain has aigiiilied that she will bo con- 
tent with neutrality, and does uat waut.tllti. 
toiiiitry. That is subatautially the attitude 
which France assumes according to a recent 
deliverance of M. Ferry iu the French 
chambers. 

It is iirubable that the conference will 
come to some unilerstaiidiiig in the interests 
of peace. The calling of the eoufenuice is 
one of C'lladstuiie's tApialieiits in the same 
interest. lie does not believe that the 
Egyptian ipiestion should hazard the peace 
of I'hirope. Tho leading . jiowers have 
therefore been invited to eonsnltatiou as to 
what is to be done with a poor hiinbriipt 
country which is going from liad to worse.

A Jlongkoiii; Ucsidcut'H Opinion 
on the Ciilnesc, 

Dr. G. 0. Rogers who haa been a resi 
dent of Huniikoiig, China, for the past 
eight years arrived in our city the other 
day via Japan and the Fhillipinu Islands. 
Dr. Rogers ia at present travelling for 
pleaaure, and haa also been an extensive 
traveller into the interior of China and 
Japan, Ho was asked his opinion on the 
Cliinoae question and expresaed the con- 
viction lhat the country was doing wrong 
in taking ineaaures to prevent the Chinese 
from coining here. Wo are at present in 
almost the lirst stage of development, great 
public works are being built, aud without 
the assistance of the Chinese such works 
Would have to be abandoned or otherwiaj 
built at a tremendous cost. The doctor 
Haid wo might as reasonably prohibit the 
Use of the reaper, the mower, or the plow 
in agriculture, for thoy but accoinplnditul 
the samo end aa the oniploymoiit of Chi 
iiuac, namely, do a greater amount of work 
at a very cheap price. The doctor aays 
ho may be svrong in his conclusions but 
[lula hia viewa in a sensible way. 

Had the doctor lived among Us for a

\ Matanioraa, Mexico, letter says: For 
u long liiuc tho State of Guanijarata haa 
boon the home of many daring baiidita, 
who inado travoliiig periloua and homo 
insecure. These outlaws wore in the 
liahit of abducting rich planters and hold- 
ing them for ransom, and thoy never 
hesitated to murder their victims if tho 
runaotn was not paid. The chief of this 
nnirduroua gam; waa known as Geroniuro 
or El Ainito, and his nume carried fear lo 
every person who had occabimi lo travel 
i througli or waa obliged to live in the dis- 
I trict in which lio carried on In.-i murderous 
j opurations. It is not Irmg ^iiice thoy car- 
ried off one Dr. Lauramur and threatened 
I tu cut off his tsars, and then to take his 
I life if the ransom demanded for his rescue 
i waa not p.aid within a stipulated time. 
I This was but ono of many .'iiinilar acta, 
but the aocial stanJiiigof the victim gavu 
color and iiiterost to the enterprise. Peo- 
ple Wondered at tlie immunity of El 
Amito from arfost, and queried why it 
WO--* that he always managed to osoape tho 
vigilance uf the authorities. That won- 
der has now ceasod, for it haa come to 
liylil tli.it the lUitlaw.i had a confederate in 
a Woman no less d.irnig or criniiiial than 
thennelvcd. This woman's name ia Lb 
oiiardii .Martinox, bolter known aa La 
Caranibada, and her house was a rendez- 
vous for the bandits. She not only shared 
I in thuir plunder, hut took part in their 
daring eiiterpriaea. 

It is now known that in the past alio 
followed the r"ad as a profusaion, and 
single bunded atlacked and rohbud Uagea 
and made many a cavaluro "aland and 
deliver" on the highway. On one oc- 
casion she is eroditoa with ndmg up to 
two horsemen and, holding a revolver in 
each hand, told llieiii to "throw up thoir 
arms," which they di<l, and then she suc- 
ceeded in relieving them of tho cuitonla 
of their purses. lUit La Caranibada w.ia 
n<it guspocted of the crime, and ueople 
wore surprised ivlien they hoard that El 
Aiiiitu was seen viaitiiiL; lier house some 
what frequently of late, and were shocked 
when they hoarii that ahe had for a long 
time been an accuiiiplice of lhat daring 
outlaw, and h.iil often saved him from ar- 
rest. The secret cnino out in ihi.-i wise; 
The chief of the bandits proponed to iib 
duct a wealthy planter iiainod Don Cirilo 
■Vasquoz, who lives in the .laii .Jiianico, 
and hold him fur §10,000 ranaom. The 
woman, however, projioaed another plan. 
She Would go to Don (Jiriloaiid uxp lae the 
plot and deinuiid a few hundred dollars 
for thu iiiforinatiiin. Her plan was adopted, 
but iho police aiiapecliiig her complicity, 
arrested her and some of hur bandit ac- 
complices. El Amito waa abaeiit at tho 
time, but learning of the arrest, he with 
Bonio of his followera, attacked the escort
